VICTIM WENT TO BED 


Didn’t Know of Knife Wound— 
Drunkards Blamed for 
Wanton Assault. 


A black slouch hat, size 6%, :3 the 
only clew to the identity of thé man 
who inflicted, early Monday on Charles 
Hofer, aged 20, the wound from which 
he is dying at Alexian Brothers’ Hos- 
pital. Hofer, his brother and a com. 
panion were set upon by a dozen or 
more men while they were returning 
on a Broadway car from Reis’ wine 
garden at 9600 South Broadway, in St. 
Louis County. 

All were thrown from the car, 
and bruised, but Hofer's wound, inflict- 
ed in the abdomen with a long, thin 
knife, was not discovered until several 
hours after he returned to his home, 
2747 Caroline street. 

There it was found that he had lost 
his hat in the fight and had picked up 
the hat of one of his assailants. It is 
now at his home and will be turned 
over to the police for possible use in 
identifying one of the attacking party. 

Young Hofer, with his older brother, 
John Hofer, of 4200 Chouteau avenue and 
Max Errgenk of 1401 South Jefferson 
avenue, went Sunday night to the gar- 
den to get the drinks they could not 
obtain in the city. 


Blow From Behind. 


The three sat together at a _ table. 
When the Hofers went away for a few 
minutes, Errgenk says, be was ap- 
proached from behind and felled by a 
blow on the head. 

He lay half conscious, he says, for 
several minutes. Then he recovered and 
went about looking for the Hofer broth- 
ers. 

“I found them outside,’’ said Errgenk, 
“and we took a car together. 

“As we were passing Klausmann's 
Cave not less than a dozen men—TI be- 
lieve there were as many as twenty— 
jumped on the car ana attacked us as 
we atood on the rear platform. 

“They beat and kicked us three, and

ning fast. Some women on the car 
gcreamed, men jumped out of the win- 
G@ows; and as the motorman stopped the 
car, the crowd that had attacked us 
ran away.

Remenibering that Hofer had com- 
plained of pain in the stomach, Krug 
examined hie body. He found what 
looked like & small scratch on the stom- 
ach. He called a physician, and the 
young man was sent to Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital. There it was declared 
that the wound in the abdomen was 


deep and would likely be fatal.

John Hofer and Errgenk say they 
know of no reason for the attack on

Judge Calls Jurors to Consider 
Proposal—Some Want It 
Published.

CLINTON, Mo., Sept. 
Judge Denton has called the grand 
to meet at 1:30 this afternoon 
to suggest the advisability of withdraw- 
ing the’ report which they submitted to 
him Saturday in relation to the affairs 
of the defunct Calmon bank. 
| The report describes in a vigorous and 
exhaustive way. the causes. leading to 
the collapse of the historic Henry County 
Bank. the methods by which the insti- 
tution: was. permitted to carry on its 
operations and the dereliction of those 
whose first duty should have been geal 
in safeguarding of the interests of the 
deposjtors. 

For the last ten years, their report 
declares, the Salmon bank has been 
hopelessly insolvent. 

The grand jury pursued its inquiry 
step by step from the time the bank wag 
organized in 1866. It finds that the bank 
was badly in meed of official supervision 
some time before the law governing the 
inspection.of State banks was passed by 
the Missouri Legislature. 

If ‘the ‘report is permitted to go out 
to the public it will form probably th, 
most interesting document in the his- 
tory of Missouri ever conributed to the 
literature of loose and unbridled bani 
ing methods. 

The grand jury presented the repori 
to the court simultaneously. with the 
indictments found against Maj. Harvey 
W. Salmon, Dr. -G. Y. Salmon, Frank 
M. Salmon and Thomas M. Casey, grow- 
ing out of the bank's failure and the 
consequent loss to the citizens of this 
community. of about, $700,000. 

Judge Denton told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent ‘this .morning. that he 
would give out a statement of his pos}. 
tion in the matter after he had con- 
ferred with the’ grand jury.

It is reported that friends of Wain- 
wright, believing that the release of 
the boodle fund, which was held in 
pound iby the State for many months 
and was used as evidence in the tridis;

The contention is that the auto is the 
same sort of vehicle as the _ traction 
engine, only far more dangerous, be- 
cause of the complicated mechanism of 
the auto’s engines. 

In pro@t of the attitude of the anti- 
autoists Judge Kendall produced a copy 
of the resolutions and recommendations 
adopted by the convention. 


The Resolutions. 


In part they follow: 

‘‘Whereas, the right granted the people un- 
der the constitution to assemble and pub- 
licly express themselves freely on all ques- 
tions pertaining to the public welfare still 
exists, the people of Audrian County declare 
that autos run on public highways of this 
state are nuisances and have Bo right on 
the public highways without the authority of 
law; that there is a law in this state per- 
mitting autos to run on the highways, but as 
said law is indefinite, insufficient and wholly 
inadequate to meet the exigencies of the case, 
it should be amended at the meeting of the 
next general assembly; therefore, be it 

‘‘Resolved, That we, citizens of Audrain 
County, Missouri, in meeting at Mexico as- 
sembled, favor the speedy amendment of the 
law now in force in this state permitting 
autos to run upon the poo highways: 

‘‘First, by granting license only to sober, 
intelligent, careful, moral and well qualified 
persons over the age of 21 years, who are 
well versed in the running and management 
of autos. 

Second, That there shall be a locked speed 
gauge on each auto licensed and an inspector 
to carry the key to said speed gauge and make 
inspection of all autos in his jurisdiction at 
stated periods and at will. 

“Third, That any one running an auto on 
the public high way or in a city under age, 
or without a license, or for any other viola- 
tion of the law, other than by law provided, 
controlling the running of antos in the cities 
and on the highways, upon conviction shall be 
fined a sum not less than $100, nor more than 
$1000. 

‘‘Fourth, That the rate of speed shall be lim- 
{ted to ten miles an hour over country roads. 

“Fifth, That we commend the Post-Dispatch 
for the earnest and intelligent stand it has 
takea in behalf of properly controlling the 
autos In the city and on the public highways 
in the state. 

*‘Sixth, That we instruct our representative 
to the next General Assembly to use his best 
influence and ability to have the law regulat- 
ing the auto on highways and in cities 
amended in accordance with the suggestions 
made herein.’’

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CONDITIONS OF LEADERSHIP. 

What President McChesney of the St, Louis Ter- 
minal Railway Association said to the Municipal Ter 
minal Commission is locked in the breasts of the 
members. The mouthpiece of the Commission— 
Mayor Wells—is not in action. But Mr: McChesney 
told an interesting story to the people of St. Louis 
through the city’s organ of publicity, the Post-Dis- 
patch, on Saturday. He gave the exact figures of 
the. increase of the traffic passing in and through 
St.Louis on the tracks of the association. The 
Post-Dispatch gave them approximately a few days 
previous. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1905, the in- 
crease of traffic over the year ending June 30, 1904, 
during which period most. of the World’s Fair freight 
was handled, was 279,014 cars, a percentage of 15. 
For the two months of July and August the gain 
amounted to 63,179 cars. For the first 20 days 
of September the gain was 10,115 cars. This year’s 
traffic, notwithstanding the abnormal traffic of the 


. World’s Fair year, is the heaviest in the history of 


St. Louis. The predicted slump following the Ex- 
position is a boom. 

Mr. McChesney says that the two bridges have 
proved adequate to the handling of the traffic, the 
congestion of which in the past was due to lack 
of trackage on both sides of the river, which has 
been supplied by belt lines and switches. 

Mr. McChesney credits this increase of freight, 
which means increase of business, to the development 
of the Southwest and other territory tributary to 
St. Louis—to the development of the land of prom- 
ise, the land of opportunity pointed out by the Post- 
Dispatch. | 

But what of the future, Mr. McChesney? 

How long will the two bridges be adequate for a 
continually increasing traffic? 

What would be the increase if St. Louis trade 
were made free of all bridge tolls in every direc- 
tion? Would not the St. Louis railroads which own 
the bridges and terminals profit greatly? 

What would be the effect upon the growth, pros- 
perity and trade of St. Louis, if the city were put 
upon the map and freight were delivered in St. 
Louis with adequate yards and depots in the heart 
of the city for that purpose? 

What would be the effect upon St. Louis manufac- 
turing interest if tolls were taken off the coal 
shipped from the Illinois coal fields, thus giving the 
city the cheapest coal in the world? 

Can St. Louis, with the present handicap of East 
Side :terminals and bridge tolls over a large terri- 
tory, get her full share of the rapidly growing traté 
of the territory which is richest in resources and is 
the most rapidly developing territory in the coun- 
try? df St. Louis is to hold the leadership of the 
Southwest, the work must be done now. The con- 
test for the commercial and manufacturing lead- 
ership of the Central. West will be determined 
within the next 10 years. 

These are the questions to which President Mc- 
Chesney and his associates in the bridge and ter- 


minal combine of the 14 St. Louis railroads should 


eonsider. Will they fetter or free St. Louis? Will 
they push forward or handicap the city?

The public will instantly suspect that life insurance 
methods have been applied to the rum traftic, It 
will be sure to think that the directors are pouring 
rainwater into the whisky barrel, pasting Johannis- 


wine, buying cheap beer, doctored with rosin and 
aloes and selling for imported muenchener and dop- 
ing the “Scotch” with chloroform and wood alco- 
hol. Moreover, no patron will dare “flash” anything 
bigger than a dollar, for fear some of the directors 
will put knock-out drops in his glass. Probably 
Mr. Morton is not ambitious to build up a lucrative 
saloon business in connection with the Equitable, 
but if he is he has gone about it in the wrong way. 
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Why shouldn’t the Socialists hold a meeting in 
St. Louis and talk to their hearts’ content, so long 
as they behave themselves and violate no law? So- 
cialists are not anarchists. They do not favor 
violence, but peaceful agitation. Because the ma- 
jority of the people do not support their tenets {s 
no reason why they should not advocate them. Free 
speech is a constitutional privilege in the United 
States. The police muzzle on law-abiding people 1s 
Russian, not American. 
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BEEF TRUST PROSECUTIONS. 

The plea of guilty by four officials of the Schwarz- 
schild & Sulzberger company and the fine assessed 
against them make an assurance that the cases 
against the Beef Trust have a sound bottom. 

But it is only a beginning. A fine of $25,000 in 
such a case is equivalent to immunity. It is a high 
license to break the law. Nor it is very high, since 
a trifling increase in prices will make it good over- 
night. The consumer pays it. A fine for violating 
the anti-trust law is like a fine of $10 assessed 
agaiyst an automobilist for exceeding the speed law. 
It adds zest to the game of beating the law. 

With the evidence now in hand the Government 
may press the matter to a radical conclusion. Con- 
viction should not be followed by fines alone, but by 


imprisonment, A man convicted will not obpect to al-| 
lowing the buyers of his product to pay his fine. 
But going behind the bars is another matter, ‘The 
fear of such a penalty will make trust bandits think 
twice before they break the law. A term in prison 
served by one of these men will do more to create a 
wholsome respect for the law than a thousand fines 
paid by the beef eaters of the country.

BY PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


RB LACK BEAR are not, under nor- 


mal conditions, formidabie 
brutes, says Theodore Roosevelt 
in Scribner's for October. If they do 

charge and get home they may maul a 
man severely, and there are a number 
of instances on record in which they 
have killed men. Ordinarily, however, 
a black bear will not’ charge home, 
though he may bluster a good deal. I 
once shot one very close up which made 
a most lamentable outcry, and seemed 
to lose its head, its efforts to escape re- 
sulting in its bouncing about among the 
trees with such heedless hurry that 4l 
was easily able to kill it. Another 
black bear, which I also shot at close 
quarters, came straight for my com- 
panions and myself, and almost ran 
over the white hunter who was with 
me. This bear made no sound whatever 
when I first hit it, and I do not think 
it was charging. I believe it was sim- 
ply dazed; and by accident ran the 
wrong way, and so almost came into 
collision with us. However, when it 
found itself face to face with the white 
hunter, and only four or five feet away, 
it prepared for hostilities, and I think 
would have mauled him if I had not 
brained it with another bullet; for I 
was myself standing but six feet or so 
to one side of it. None of the bears 
shot on this Colorado trip made a sound 
when hit; they all died silently, like so 
many wolves. 

Ordinarily my experience has been 
that bears were not flurried when I 
suddenly came upon them. They Im- 
pressed me as if they were always 
keeping in mind the place toward which 
they wished to retreat in the event of 
danger, and for this place, which was 
invariably a piece of rough ground or 
dense timber, they 
possible speed, not 
their heads. 

Frequently I have been able to watch 
bears fer some time while myself unob- 
served. With other game I have very 
often dune this even when within close 
range, not wishing to kill creatures 
needlessly, or without a good object; 
but with bears, my experience has been 
that chances to secure them come 80 
seldom as to make it very distinctly 
worth while improving any that do 
come.
